| that too in a yeryhigh degree; for they have taken upon them to define what is 
the Power of the King, what the Liberty of the Subject, and what Propriety he 
hath in his Goods; if this be not proper to a Parliament, I know not 
what is: Nay, it is the higheft Matter that can fall under the confidetation of a 
Parliament, and fuch a Point as wherein they would have walked with more ten- 
dernefs and circumf{pection than thefe bold Divines have done.. And furely, as this 
was an Act of fuch prefumption, as no Age can parallel ; {0 it isof fuch dangerous 
confequence, as nothing can be more : for they do not only take upon them to de- 
termine Matters of this nature, but alfo, under great Penalties, forbid all Parfons, 

| Vicars, Curates, Readers in Divinity, éc. to {peak any other way of them, than 
as they had Defined ; by which means having {eized upon all the Conduits whereby 
Knowledge is conveyed to the People, how eafie would it be for them to Under- 
mine the King’s Prerogative, and to fupprefs the Subjects Liberty, or both? 

And now, Sir, I befeech you confider how they have Defined this high and great 

| Point: They have dealt with us in matter of Divinity, as the Judges had done 
before in matter of Law; they firft took upon them to determine a matter, that 
belonged not to their Judicature, but only to the Parliament; and after by their

| doners Petition*fhould not be Committed or Countenanced. The Exceptions that | 
are taken againft it, are from the Mey gar a of the delivery of it, and from we 
Jujeti-mater contained in i ies-0. 
‘For the firft, it. is alledged that the hic tail of this Blazin Stari is Cina and y 
that fach a number of Petitioners , and {uch a number that brought the Péti on | 
to the Houfe, ‘was irregular : Hereunto 1 anfwer, That the fault was either |

_ | Sure I am, Acts of Will are more dangerous there,than here ; becaufe ufually they 
Jare more Tumultuous. All Laws are made principally for the quiet and peace of a 
Kingdom ; and a Law may be of fuch indifferent nature many times, that it isa | 
good reafon to alter it, only becaufe a great number defires it, if there were no-. 
thing elfein it ; and therefore Ido not fee that the Number of Petitioners is any 
good reafon why it fhould not be Committed, but rather to the contrary. 
Now for their Carriage : There came indeed three or 400 of the 15000, fomie 
of the better fort of them ; and there might be good reafon for it. I have heard 
that there was brought a Petition to fome Privy Councellors with a thoufand hands 
toit ; and being brought only with Six men, they were anfwered, That they Six 
might write thofe Thoufand Hands: If there were a Thoufand that joyned in the Pe- 
tition, why did they not come too ? And we heard it objected but the other day in 
this Houfe, againft the Minifters Petition ; that there were indeed feven or eight 
_ {hundred Names to it, but two Hands only. Therefore it was not without caufe that 
1a confiderable number fhould come with a Petition Signed by fo many ; but for 
any diforder in their Carriage, I faw none. For upon an Intimation in one word 
from this Houfe, they forthwith retired to their Dwellings. As for the Subject- 
matter of the Petition, three Exceptions are taken againit it, 
 Firft, That divers things are contemptible in it , as that about Ovid de Amore, fet 
forth in Englifh, and other fuch things. akan . 
Secondly, That in many things their Difcourfe was altogether irrational, for that 
they argue from perfonal faults of Bithops,againft the Office it felf of Bifhops; and 
in other things argue from effeéts that proceed from it by accident, as if they did 
naturally and neceffarily arife out of it. 
And in the laft place, That their Prayer and Conclufion is bold and prefumptuous, 
| defiring fo boldly an Abolition of ftanding-Laws, . 

‘| To the firft 1 anfwer, That fome things may feem contemptible in themfelves , 
which ate not fo in their caufes, nor in their effects ; as the fulfering of {uch lafesui- 
ous Pamphlets to be Printed and publifhed, when other profitable Writings are fup- 

| preffed,doth difcover a Principle, that loofenefs and prophanene{s (which will help to 
bring, in Szper(tition ) is more fuitable to their Hierarchy than the contrary, which 
makes them connive at fuch things as are apt to produce loofenefs and lewdnefs, 
ane is not a contemptible effe&, nor doth it proceed from a contemptible 
caufe, : 
In the next place, for that which feems Irrational in the way of their difcovery, 
divers things may feem to be Perfonal faults, which indeed are derived unto the 
perfons from the Office, or from the Circumftances thereof. I mean their Revenues 
and Dignities on the one fide, and the Ceremonies on the other fide ; for moft of the 
things complained of, as Silencing, and thrufting out of Godly and painful Prea- 
chers, bringing in Zanovations in Doétrine and Worfhip, and the like; although 
they may feem Perfonal and accidental faults ; yet if we follow them to their Jaf] 
_ | vefort, we fhall tind that their worldly Wealth and Dignities tix them up to do this ; 
and that their fole and Arbitrary power over the Clergy, in matters Ecclefiaftical, en- 
able them to effect it, and the Ceremonies both new and old ferve as Inftruments, and 
means whereby they effect it. é

his Wifdom. As for that which is faid, that in other Reformed Churches where 
they have not Bifhops, yet they are defired ; ] will not deny but fome among them 
may defire Bi/hopricks, 1 mean the Dignities and Revenues of Bifhops; but that 
they defire Bifhops, as thinking it the fitteft and beft Government of the Church, 
I cannot believe ; for if they would have Bifhops, why do they not make them- 
felves Bifbops ? I know not what hindreth, why they might not have Bifhops when

livened by this divifion amongft us , it could never have had influence upon our 
| Church and State to havetroubled them, as this day we feel but finding that. in 
this diyifion amongft.us, one party-had need of fome of their principals to main- 
tain their Hierarchy, togetherewith their worldly Pomp and Ceremonies, which 
aré appurtenances thereunto. From hence they firlt conceived a ground to hope, | 
and afterwards found means of fuccefs, towards the introducing again of their Su- 
Bevtiion and Idolatry into this Realm; and they wrought {0 diligently upon this 
Foundation, that they have advanced their Building very far, and how near they 
| were to fet up the Roof, I leave it to your confideration, As for the evils which we 
| have foffered in our, Civil Liberties, and the zight of our proprieties, I conceive 
they have proceeded out-of this, and fo acted from it: For if there‘had been no 
breaches of Parliaments, there Poata have been no need to have had recourfé unto 
thofe brokenCifterns that can hold no water: But there being a itoppage of Parliamen- 
tary fupplies, that. was an occalion of letting in upon us, fuch an Inundation of Mono- 
polies, and other illegal Taxes, and Impofitions, accompanied with many other hea- 
| vy.and fore breaches of our Liberties. Now there need not to have been any brea- 
_|chesof. Parliaments, had there not been fomething difliked in them; and what was 
that? Itcouldnot be any of theie civil matters that bred the firft difference, for they 
have proceeded out of it ; therefore conceive it was this ; The Prelates with their 

| Adherents ( the Papifts alfo concurring, with them for their intereft), did always 
look-upon¥Parliaments with an evileye ; as no Friends to their Offices and FunGi- 
Ons, at leafiwife to their Benefices, and Dignities ; and therefore, ( (ome of them 
having always had the grace to be too near to Princes ears ), they have always 
endeavoured to breed a difaffcction in Kings from Parliaments, as the Prefs and PzJ- 
p# do abundantly, witne(s, and Ballads too, made by fome of them upon the brea- 
| chesof Parliaments. But we have a frefh and bleeding inftance of this in the con-, 
‘| firmation in His Majefties Name, which they procured to be prefixed before their 
~ { new Book of Canons,wherein they have endeavoured tomake this impreffion upon His 
Majelties Royal mind, That the Authors and Fomenters of the jéaloufies, in 
| refpect of che new, Rites and Ceremonies lately introduced into the Church, which 
| we call Innovations, did firike at His Royal Perfon, as if he were perverted: in his 
‘| Religion, and did worfhip God ina fuperfiitious way, and intended to bring in 
fome Innovation in fome matter of Religion. Now, Sir, who are the Authors of 
thofe Jealouties? Did they, not come as complaints in the Petitions from the bodies 
‘| of feveral Counties the laft Parliament; and from more this prefent Parliament ? 
and who were the Fomenters of thofe Jealoufies ? Did not the general fénfe of the 
aft Parliament concur in it, that they were, Innovations, and that they were fufpici- 
-| ous, as introductory to Superftition? Nay, I appeal to all thofe ‘that hear me , 
which are drawnfrom all parts of the Kingdom, whether this be not the general | 

fenfeof the greateft, and moft confiderable part of the whole Kingdom. I befeech 
you. en to confider, what kind Oihces thefe men have done between the King aud 
he Parliament 5. between the King and the Kingdom, I fpeak of the greateft and | 
th ¢ moft confiderable part, as giving denomination to the whole : And now, Sir, | 
as we havecalt our eye backwards, if we will look forwards, how do the Clouds | 
thicken upon us, and what diftractions, yea, what dangers do they threaten us 
_proceeding ftill from-the fame root of Church-Government and Ceremo- 
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make bold with your Patience, ( whichI am very unwilling to tire, but mufttire} 
my own Confcience, if Ifhould not difcharge it upon this occafion ) to xeprefent | 
a brief Model of the feveral heads and {prings from whence the evils, which are 
caules of thefe Complaints, do naturally, or occafionally arife; the evils complai-’ 
nied of, do either arife from Perfons, or from things; thofe faults that are perfonal 
are befides the point that I intended to fpeak to. There is one only remedy for them, 
that is, by punifhment, and removal of fach Perfons, and the putting of better in| 
their room ; as for thofe evils which proceed from things, they alfo are remedied by | 
a removal of fuch things as are evil, and the putting of better in their room 5 the} - 
evils, and ill convyeniencesof this kind do principally flow , either from the Cler-} 
gies Offices and Fundtions, or from their Benefices and Dignities ; thofe that arife| 
from their Offices and Funétions, do arife naturally, either from the Laws and | 
Conftitutions whereby, and according to which they Exercife their Offices and | 
Funétions, or from the Governmentit felf, wherein they exercife thofe Functions ; |. 
the faults that I note in the Ecclefiaftical Laws are, that they hold too much of Ci- | 
vil Law, andtoo much of the Ceremonial Law 3 of the Civil Law, in refpe@ of} 
all thofe Titles, concerning Wills, and Legacies, Tythes, Marriages, Adutlteries, &c, t 
which all belonging to the Civil Juridiction , are no more of fpiritual Confide- | 
ration,, than Rapes, Thefts, Felonies , or Treafons may be. Sir, it is good ‘that 
every Bird fhould have his own Feather; and I remember .when one came to our 
Saviour Chrilt, to defitehim that he would caufe his Brother to divide the Inheritance | 
| with him, he asked him, who made him a Fudg of fuch things? and may not we ask, 
who made them, that take themfelves to be Succeffors of Chrift and his Apoftles, 
Judges of fuch things? Many inconveniences arife from hence ; Firft, That the 
minds of the Clergy-men are inured unto Civil Dominion, and to meddle with Ci- | 
“| vilMaters. Secondly, the manner of their Proceedings is turned froma Spiritual 
| way, into the fafhion of Proceffes in temporal Courts. And Laftly, which is worft 
of all, By this means the fpiritual Sword comes to be untheathed abcut fuch things 
as do not at. all fall under the Stroak thereof. Many are excommunicated for} 
Pigs , Apples and Nats, and fuch like things. But the other Fault which I noted) 
in the Ecclefiaftical Laws and Conftitutions, pincheth us more, which is, that they}

as fit in all other refpects to difcharge that Function, as any Age ever, produced in} 
the Chriftian World fince the times of the Apoftles ; I fay, what iach de ae us} 
of them, but thefe indifferent Ceremonies ? What hath deprived us of fo many thou-} 
{and Chriftians which defired (and in all other refpects deferved) to hold Commu- 
ion with us ; I fay, What hath deprived us of them, and fcattered ther into cit 
‘know not what ) Places and Corners of the World, but thefe indifferent Ceremonies ? 
‘What hath cauféd fo many hard Cenfures, and harder Executions, but thefe indifferent 
- | Ceremonies ? What hath occafioned thefe Calamities "and Dangers, which we feel, | 
land which we fear, but thofe indifferent Ceremonies ? 1 fhall fay no more of them, | 
| but I pray God that now at length it may pleafe his Majefty with this hisGreat Coun- |

| Now we know that the Nature of all: men is fuch, that they are apt to think hardly |

lin Fudicio fangninis ; fo the fame reafon extends it {elf to the Adminiftration of all 

Civil Jurifdiction. And therefore we may obferve, that our Saviour Chrift, as he 

| always rejeCted all Civil Judicature; fo on the other hand, he went up and down 

healing mens Bodies, and otherwife doing good to their outward Eftate, that his 

Doctrine might have a freer. and. fairer paffage into their Souls. .

But this is not all; for if they have fuch a Power to mould the Clergy 
of their Dioceffes, according to their pleafure, we know what an Influence they 
may have by them upon the People, and that in a fhort time they may bring them to 
fuch Blindnefs, and fo mould them alfo to their own Wills, as that they may bring 
in what Religion they pleafe; nay, having put out our Eyes , as the Philiftines did 
Sampfon’s, they may afterwards make us Grind, and reduce us unto what Slavery 
they pleafe,, either unto themfelves, as formerly they have done; or unto others, as 
fome of them lately have been forward enough todo. Now, whether it bé fafe to 
walk upon Sei/ts on the Top of the Pinacles cf the Temple, upon fo high Precipices 
as are the Matters of Religion and Confcience, (which may have alfo a dangerous In- 
fluence upon our Civil Liberties) I leave it to your Confideration. For my part I fhould 
not think it {afe, ‘that fuch a Power fhould be in any one Man, tho you fupopfe him to

A Third Evil, and that of a dangerous Confequence, is, That the Door is fhut 
againft able and painful Preaching Minifters, and a wide Door fet open to-thofe that 
are unable, and unfit for that Fun@ion, and the Bifhops Intereft is concerned in it, 
that it fhould befo; Intereft of Honour, Intereft of Profit, and Intereft of Power, and 
Intereft of Credit; for they fee that chofe painful Preachers carry away all the Cre- |

Mr. Henry Peircy’s etter to the Earl of Northumberland, read in 
both Houfes of Parliament. 


Hat with my own Innocency, and the violence I hear is againft me, 1 
* find my felf much diftracted. I will not ask your Counfel , becaufe 
ic may bring prejudice upon you ; but I will wich all Faithfulnefs, and Truth, 
‘tell you what my part hath been, that at leaft it may be declared by you, 
| whatioever becomes of me. 

When there was 50000 /. ready, defigned by the Parliament, for the Englifh 
Army, there was, asI take it, a fudden demand by the Scots at the fame 
time of 2scoo/, of which there was‘15000 J. ready ; this they prefled wich 
fach neceffiry, as che Parliament after an Order made, did think ic fit for them 
to redué& 10000 /. out of the socoo /. formerly granted : Upon which, the 
Soldiersin our Houfe, were much {candalized ; amongft which I was one, and 
fitting by Wilmot and Afhburnbam, Wilmot {toodup, and told chem, If that the 
| Scots could thus procure Money, he doubted not but the Officers of the Englifh 
| Army might eafily do the like. But the firft Order was reverfed notwith- 
__|ftanding, and 10000 /. given to the Scots. This was the Caufe of many Dif- 

courfes of diflike amongit us, and came to this purpofe, That they were difo- 
y the Parliament, and not by the King : This being faid often to one 
we did refolve, Wilmot, Afhburnham, Pollard, O Neal, and my felf, to 
me Exorefiions of ferving the King in all things he would command 
nourable for him. and us ; being likewife agreeing to the Fun- 
sof the Kingdom, that fo far we would live and die with him ;

ving their Senfe, I drew the Heads up in a Paper, which they all approved 
when-I read it; and then we did, by an Oatb, promife one another to be 
| conftant and fecret in all this, and did all of us take that Oath together : Then 
| Tfaid, Well, Sirs, 1 muft now be informed what your particular Defires are, that 
fol may-be the better able to ferve yeu ; which they were pleafedto do; and 
fo I did very faithfully fervethem therein asfar as I could. . This is the Trath, 
and all the Truth upon my Soul, in particular Difcourfes. > — 

After that, we did fall upon the Petitioning to the King and Parliament for 
Moneys, .there being fo great Arrears due to us, and fo much delays made inj 
the procuring of them 3 but that was never done.

that mow the matter is grown to ftrong Prefumption upon further Difcoveries 5 
and by reafon that fome of thofe which were fufpected to have been aétive 
therein, are fled upon the firft ftirring thereof, before they were once named.

Mr. Hide ; 

Have heretofore delivered the Reafons that induced me to yield my feveral 
Votes, touching the Corruption and Unfoundnefs of the prefent Ep:/copacy 
and Church Goverwment, fo for their UnlawfulnefS of cheir intermedling in fecu- 
lar Affairs,and ufing Civil Power,as alfo the harm and noxioufnefs of their ficting 
as Members if the Lords Honfe, and Judges in that moft Honourable and High 
Court: NowIcrave leave todo thelike, in fhewing the Reafons of my Votecon- 
cerning Deans and their Office + I fay, that my Opinion then was, and now is, 
That as the Office is uniecefJary, themfelves ufelefs, fo the fubftance of the one, 
_\and continuance of the other nvedle(s; nay, rather, as I willdeclare, moft hurtful : 
therefore may be eafily fpared, nay rather ought to be abolifhed. My Reafons 
are thefe ; That the Office of Deans doth neither tend or conduce (as fome have 
alledged) to the Honour of God, the Propagation of Piety , the Advancement 
of Learning, or Benefit of the Commonweal ; bue é contra, that they occafion 
the Difhonour and Diflervice of God, the Hindrance, if not the Deftruction of 
Piety, the Suppreffion and Difcouragement of Learning and learned Men, and 
\ the Detriment and Prejudice of Church and Commonweal. This, I conceive, 1 
thall make moft apparent, if Time and your Patience will permit ; but firft I

‘fured asnew ; What Doétrine isihis? faid the Jews, Mark 1. 17. We are nort| 
| then to expeét we fhall efcape the like Cenfure of Innovating. , 

The Servant is not above his Lord, nor the Difciple above his Mafter; and- 
indeed {fo St. Paul found it; for the Grecians made the fame demand to him : May 
we (fay they) know what this ew Doétrine is, whereof thou {peakeft? dés 17. 
But let us liberare animas noftras, con{cientie [atisfacimuys, nibil in famam laboremus, } 
confentiamus in eo quod convenit, non in eo quod traditum. . 

But to return where I left. Granting the Name and Office, we find them to 
be only Caterers or Stewards to provide Food and Rayment for the Monks; 
whote Garments as they were notcoftly, fo neither was their Fare Dainty, being 
but Bread and Water, as witneffeth St. Ferome, Athanafins, Theodoret, and others; 
and Surias in the Life of Pachoniws teftificth the fame. To have the like Em- 
ployment now, I neither deny nor erivy them. 

Well; now letus fee how they increafed in Authority, and came to be ac- 
counted Officers of great Dignity. Then thus: When for the aufterity of their} 
Lives, and Opinion of their Sanctity, Princes and others did beftow Lands and 

Revenues upon the Monks, then their Prepofiti the Deans did partake of their 
| Honours and Poffeffions , and then began the Corruption and poifoning of 
them : Tune venenum infunditur in Decanos , Religio peperit divitias, @» Filia devo- 
ravit Matrem. An{werable whereto is that of St. Hierom, in vitas Patruwa, fince 
Holy Church increafed in Pofleflions , ic decreaféd in Vertues; the like hath 
St. Bernard, and many others. ) 

Thus we fee that the Spring that was clear in the barren Mountains, defcen- 
ding down to the richer Valleys, becomes thick and muddy, andat laft is fwal- |. 
lowed by the brinifh Ocean, Sal/um per dulces imbibet eAquor aques. But to deli- 
ver it in the Words of an Honourable Author: Time, faith he, is moft truly com- 
pared to a Stream, that conveyeth down frefh and pure Water into the (alt Sea of Corru- 
ption, which environeth all humane A€tions; and therefore if a Man {hall not by his In- 
duftry, Vertue, and Policy, as it were with the Oar, row againft the Stream and In- 
clization of Time, all Igftitutions vnd Ordinances, be they never [o pure, will corrupt and 
degenerate ; which we fhall fee verified in Deans, and their Officers. For now 
being endowed with great Pofleffions, it was ordained they fhould be chofen out 
of the Presbytery to that Place, Ne fit Decanws nifi Presbyter, as 1 find in St. Ber- 
nard. Well; Did they reft in this State and Condition? No, they muft be 
Civil Magiftrates, Chancellors, or Keepers of the Seal, Lord Treafurers, Privy-| 
Countfellors 3; Or what have they not of Lay-Offices, Dignities, and Titles? I 
will not trouble you with enumeration of particular Deans, I will only cite one, 
though if the time permirted, I might cite twenty one; and that is a Dean of 
Pauls, about An.1197.who was made a Lord Treafurer,who carrying that Office, 
quickly hoarded up a great Treafure; ar laft falling into a deadly Difeafe paft 
recovery, he was exhorted by the Bifhops and great Men, to receive the Sacra- 
ment of Chrift’sBody and Blood,which he trembling at,refufed to do; whereupon 
the King admonifhed and commanded him to doit; he promifed him thereupon 
to do it the next day. Being admonifhed to make his Wiil, he commanded all to 
void the Room but one Scribe; who beginning to write his Will in the accufto- 
med Forms, Iz the Name of the Father, of the Son, &c. the Dean perceiving ir, 
.| commanded him -in a rage to blot it out, and thefe words only-to be written : 
I bequeath all my Goods to my Lord the King, my Body to the Grave, and my Soul to the 
Devils; which being uttered, he gave up the Ghoft: The King hereupon com- 
| manded his Carkafs to be carried into, a Cart, and drowned in the River. | 
Good God, what a change is this! from being humble Servants to poor Monks, | — 
to become proud Prelates, Peers to Princes! Quantum mutati ab illis? Nunc | 
Cigni qui modo Corvi, They now forfake their Templa Paupertata & Templa| 
Pictats, tanquam noxia numina, and only allow and make choice of Templa Ho-, -

Thus their Office is declared to be thefe Particulars following : 


Fir, To Rule and Order the Church, and to look to the Repair, and for 
the Decoration thereof, as is alfo elfewhere enjoyned. 

Secondly, To preferve Difcipline and Holy Rites. 

Thirdly, To be Adjuments or Afliftantsto the Bifhops in Cathedrals, as be the 
Archdeacons‘abroad 3 part of which affiftancé is; as feemeth, to preach for 
them ; but the Bihops willexcufé them that Service as too painful, nay forbid 
it astoo dangerous. But though they will nor bufie themfelves in preaching, 
yet have they leifiure to be inventive and operative in poor beggarly Toys and 
Trifles, which neither bring Honour to God , nor Good to the Church and 
People. , Theis preaching and godly Life did anciently win the People’s Hearts 
to love God,and themas his Minifters, whom they received as Angels of God,Am- 
baffadors from Heaven. Humility, Piety, and Induftry laid che Foundation of all 
thofe magnificent Structures, Dignities, Titles, Places, Revenues, and Priviledges, 
wherewith the Church-men were anciently endowed. What hath or is likely 
-o wafte and demolifh them, is eafie to conjecture; King ames hath delivered 
it in thefe words: ‘ The natural Sicknefs that hath ever troubled, and beenrhe 
‘ decay of all Churches fince the beginning ofthe World, hath been Pride, Am- 
‘bition, and Avarice ; and thefe Infirmities wrought the overthrow of the Po- 
‘ pith Church, in this Country and divers others 5 but the Reformation of Re- | 
‘ligion in Scotland, was extraordinarily wrought by God, though many things } 
‘ were inordinately done, by fuch as blindly were doing the Work of God.| 
Thus far that Wife and Religious Prince. 


But left I fhould forget a principal part of the Office, Church-Mufick, it thall 
have here the firft place; the rather, for that, as I read, the firft coming in 
thereof, was to ufher Aatichrift : For Ido find, in my reading, that Anno 666. 
the “Year that was defigned or computed for the Coming of Antichrift, Vitalian 
Bithop of Rome, brought tothe Church Singing of Service, and the Ufe of Organs, 
&c. as we read in Platina, Balews, and others, in the Life of Vitalian, who 
therefore was called the Mufical Pope ; although at that time there was greater 
occafion of Sorrow, the Longobards having entred and wafted Italy; and therefore 
Fafting and Praying had been more proper than Mufick or melodious Singing. 2 
Hereupon (faith mine Author) Ignorance arofe among the People, lull’d, as ic 
were, afleep, by the confufed noifé of many Voices. This carried colour of 
advancing Devotion, alchough it was no better (as the cafe then ftood) than 
the Altar erected to the unknown God, A&és 17. Hereby the Key of Knowledge 
was hid, Luke 11. when the common People underftood not what was fungs 
|and the heat of Zeal was quenched in Men of Underftanding , whofe Ears 
jwere tickled, buc Hearts not touched, whilft (as St. Augu/tine complains of 
himfelf) moft were more moved with the {weetnefs of the Song, than by the 
‘of the Marcer, which was fing unto them ; working their Bane, like the 
ly h of the 4/pss, in a tickling Delight, or as the foft couch of the 
ich doth infacuate and lull afleep, and then devonreth. If Service 
unknown Tongue, whereof the fimpleft People underftood 
{tly cenfared, certainly this manner of finging Pfalms and 
the moft Learned.can underftand nothing, is to be condem- 
iflike not finging, though by Mufick of Organs and other Inftrumients ; 
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. -;bur I with ‘that what is fung may be underftood: And as Fuffinian the 
An, 1614 Tiselbat commanded all Bithops and Priefts to celebrate Prayer with a 
CAA loud and clear Voice, on tacito modo, that the Minds of the Hearers mighe| 
be ftirred up with more Devotion to exprefs the Praifes of God ; fo with I thar 
Service and Pfalms may be fo read and:fung, that they may be underftood, and | 
fo edifie the Mind, as well as pleafe the Ear. 
Now Iam todeclare, That this Office doth neither tend to the Honour of 
God, the Propagation of Piety, the Advancement of Learning, or Benefit of 
the Commonweal ; but ro the contrary, as I have delivered, rarher tothe 
Difhonour, @c. but the Day being fo far fpent, I will, not aflame too much 
boldnefs to prefs upon your Patience for further hearing thereof ; but willcrave 
leave for further rendring thereof at fitter Opportunity , and your better Con- 
veniency.

And to the end that they alMerve God, as well 
at Meals asinthe Church, they are tohave acommon Table in the Common-

under-Officers, are appointed to eat together. And the faid Dean and Cha- 
pter are ta give yearly 20 /. tothe Poor,befides theirown poor Alms-men,and 20/. 
more yearly towards the repairing of Bridges and High-ways thereabouts. 

Sir, For the performance of the faid Statutes and Premifes, che {aid Deans, | 
Prebends, Canons, and Minifters of the faid Cathedral, do, or ought refpe- | 
ctively to take an Oath, and thereby in exprefs Words do call God to Witnefs, 
and do fwear upon the holy Evangelifts, to Rule, Govern » and Behave them: 
{elves well and faithfully in the faid Church, according to the Will and Sta- | 
tutes of the Founder: And every one of them doth fwear, That he will to his 
utmott Power, well and faithfully keep all and fingular the faid Ordinances and| 

{ Statutes, as much as concerns himfelf; and will procure all others, as much as} 
concerns them, to keep the fame inviolably : So help him God, and thefe holy 
Gofpels of God. 

Mr. Hide, You fee wherefore the Lands were granted unto Deans and Cha- 

{pters; what their Statutes are, and their Oaths to .keep them. It might be 
thought, thae thefe Men do know a way, another or nearer way to Heaven, than 
they teach us; or otherwifé they would not fit in the Seat of Perjury, as they 
feem to do, without remorfe of Confcience: 

Por it is notorioufly known to the City of Gloucefter, and Country thereabouts, 
That not one of the faid Statutes before: mentioned » are, orever were, darinig 
my Remembrance, kept, or the Matters contained in any of them, performed,by 
any of the Deans or Prebends of the faid Cathedral. They come indeed once 
a year to receive the Rents and Profits of the faid Lands; but do not diftri- 
bute unto the Poor and Needy their Portion, neglecting altogether the Men. 
ding of the High-ways and Bridges, and do not keep any common Table at all; 
and inftead of preaching the Word of God themfelves,in Seafon and out of feafen,chey 

jare and have been the chief Inftruments to hinder the fame in others. Infinite 
arethe Preffaresthat many Cities near unto Deans and Chapters, have endured 
by them andtheir procurement. 

And whereas it was objected by another Learned Gentleman of the Long Robe, 
That the Deans and Chapters area Body Corporate, and that they have as much 
Righe unto their Lay-Poffeflions, as any other Body Politick, or any City or} 
Town Corporate; Iam of his Opinion, for fuch Lands and Pofleffions (if 
they have any ) which they bought themfelves in Right of their Corporation, 
‘or for fuch Lands as were given them for their own UL; and I am well con.

Sir Edward Deering’s Speech about Church-Government, June 21. 1641. 


Mr. Hide, 


P OU havehere a Bill, but fuch an one as is like to be fhort-liv’d, ‘and not 

to grow into a perfect Act, unlefs you pleafe to add thereunto fome very 

important, very fignificant Provifoes ; fuch, wherein we may have, or where- 

by we may be affured in another Bill, to havea future Government in room 

{ot this char goes out. I am confident the Lords will otherwife debate and di- 
{pute your Bill quire ont of Doors, 

Sir,,We are all bound unto the Goodnefs of his Sacred Majefty (God 
preferve him and his for it) none of all our Bills, none of our Petitions (this 
Parliament) have mifcarried in his Royal Hand, bue have been all compleat- 
ed with the Royal Affent. . 

1 But the Ambition of fome of our Prelates will not let them fee how incom- 
patible Two feveral contradiftinguifn’d Funt¢tions are in one and the fame 
Perfon: And therefore there is lett you neither Root nor Branch of that fo 
good, fo neceffary a Bill, which lately we did fend up, and confequently 
no hope of fuch a Reformation as we all do aim at.

latine, that they would at lajt in contemplation of our Mediation, hearken and incline 
to ajuft and honeft Peace, by the reftitution of the Eftates and Dignities of eur dear 
Sifter and Nephews, whereby we have been drawn, not only to pafs by our own, 

and the publick Intereft, and to forbear to engage our Arms in fo juft a Canfe, 
but alfo have procured by our Fathers, and our Authority, the withdrawing 
and disbanding of the Forces of Count Mansfelt out of the Palatinate , and advanced 

_|divers Truces and Ceffations of Hoftility or Defence, only to prepare the way of 
amicable Compofition, according tothe Hopes and Promifés to that end given us, 
and particularly have caufed the Surrender and Depofition of fome places of firength 
into the Hands of rhe late Infanta of Spain, upon reciprocal Affurances of a final Pacifi- 
cation or Reftitution. ; 

But what Efeéts all thefe our Peaceable and Chriftian Endeavours. have pro- 
duced, and how all our pious Negotiations have been either delayed or deluded, 

_ {thereby : and by procefs of time to root and eftablifh the Ufurpations of the 

| Houle Palatine, and our Patience and Piety thereby abufed, is fo manifeft by the 

‘Continued oppreffion of our faid dear Sifter and Nephews, that we are forced

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They find him a fit Subjeét for them to work upon, having from his Cradle been 
bred up in an extream hatred of the Proteftant Party, who profeffed the truth: 
They refound nothing into the Ears of the old Emperor Matthies, but bis 
Coufin Ferdinand’s high Merits; fo as he pafling by his own natural Brothers, 
and thé Head of his Houfe, the Spanifa King adopts’ Ferdinand of Gratz for 
his Son, fo to prepare a way to make him the Succeffor of his Scepter, Crown, 
and Purple. 

Then Hats the facred Dyets of the Empire, the ancient means to recon- 
cile Differences, and prevent Jealoufies, as often diffolved abortively, as call’d 
infincerely. Rumours were {pread of Pra@ices and Defigns againit. the Prore- 
{tant Princes and Cities: And that thofe Rumors might not. vanifh in Smoak, 
the Liberties of the great and ancient City of Strasburgh were oppreft, The 
Proteftant Princes feeing Materials and Engines on every fide, prepared for 
their ruin, were neceflitated to meet at Hailbrun, and theré to conclude an Uni-

This gave the Fe/wits an affured hope of making Germany {peedily miferable by 
a calamitous War; for not only the Pontifician Princes,took the opportunity to fet- 
tle a Gatholick League as they call'd it, among themfelves : but alfo the Elefor of 
Saxony, like a true P/eudo-Lutheran, neither Proteftant nor Papift,fhews as good an 
Affection to the Catholick League, as the Evangelick Union. The old Emperor | 
Matthias, begins now to aé his part, and the ‘Fefuits {pur on their ready Scho- 
lar, Ferdinand of Gratz, to afcend the. bloody Theater they had fo long defign- 
ed him. Through the old Emperor’s Interceffion, abufing the Bobemian Proe- 
fants Credulity, with fug’red Flatteries, and large Promifes, he is admitted to 
|the Crown of that rich Kingdom; which foon after made way for him un- 

to the Crown of Hungary alfo. The ‘fe/uits and the Spaniard did now only want 
a fair occafion to begin a War in Germany. The Emperor Marthias labours with 
the Proteftant Princes to diffolve their Union; which not taking Effea, the Bi- 
thop of Spiers is encouraged under-hand to pick a quarrel with the Prince Ele- 
Gor Palatine, and to builda ftrong Fortre/s, upon his Neighbours Territories, pre-

ed ufe; which made him fit ftill and ftudy for a new occafion; which that it

flaughter, calamity, and defolation. The Correfpondence of fome iJ Minifters 
of thas State abroad, with thofe of Foreign States here, affifted by fome facal 
Inftruments at home, furthered all this Adi/chief at the inftant, putting this 
frate in bope of a Match 5 whea Supplies fhould rather have-been {ent from hence, 
* {to have preferved, at leaft; the Elecforal Territories from an invading Power. It is 
true, that the Spanifh Match had been generally treated of, fome five or fix 
years before chis fatal Fire kindled in Germany, being firft {t on,foot by the Duke 
of Lerma, under Philip of Auffria, the late King of Spain ; but now it was effe- 
Gtually advanced and fortified with a conjoyn’d Treaty of accommodating the 
Palatine Caufe without effufion of Blood. Thisand much more appears in the 
Original Journal Books of the Two Houfes of Parliament, in An. 21. Facobi 
Regs, which I have fo far perufed, as fo thort atime would give leave; and 
though that mattersare there fet done at large, efpecially in the Records of the 
Houle of Peers, yet I haveabftraéed it into fonarrowa Compafs, as may well 
fort with the little fpare time of this Houfe to hear it. The Relation was firlt 
made at Wbhite-Hall, during that Parliament, in the prefence of the greater part 
of both the faid Houfes, on Tue/day, Feb. 24. And it was afterwards reported 
upon Friday the 247b°day of the fame Month next enfuing, in the Lord’s Houfe, 
by the then Lord-Keeper, and in the Houfe of Commons by Sir Richard Weton, 
at that time Chancellor of the Exchequer. Itis there atlarge fet forth, that

Thé Epifcopal Electors with the other Pontificial Princes and Prelates, the

be heard, upon point of Right, becaufe it had been heretofore judged in 
Bates’s Cafe: And yet thefe very Judges have not chought themfélves fo bound

for a Parliament. I will not trouble your Lordfhips long: ‘tis now refolved, 
and nothing new can be faid in this Argument, though I may have leave to

ORs Gentlemen have reprefented unto your Lordfhips the fad Objet of 
a Juftice perverted, Liberty opprefled, Judgment turned into Wormwood, 
the Laws, which fhould be the Bars of our Gates to protect us, keep us, 
jand all that is ours in Safety, made weak and impotent, to betray us into the 
{Hands of Violence; inftead of Props to fippore us, become broken Reeds 
to deceive us, andrun into our fides, when we lean upon them ; even fo ma- 
iny Snares to entrap and entangle us, .

Condition by the Wickednefs of thelé Judges, itis no wonder that we complain

private Intereft goes along with it, or rather before it 5 and the publick Con- 
cernment feems to come but in a fecond places fuch were thofe many whom 
chefe Judges have oppreffed: Yet thefe Men we magnifie, and judge worthy of 
Praife and Reward.» . | 

But what Honour then is he worthy of , who meerly for the publick; hath 
faffered himfelf to be divefted and deprived of his particular ; fuch a Judge} 
as would lofe his place rather than do that which his Confcience told him was] - 
prejudicial to the Commonwealth; Is not he worthy of double Honour ? 

And this did that worthy reverend Judge, the Chief Judge of Englund at}

at his firft. coming to be Bifhop of Norwich, which was in the Year 1635. 
endeavour by fundry ways and means to fupprefs the powerful and painful preach: 
ing of the Word of God, did introduce divers Orders and Injunctions, tending 
to Superftition and Idolatry, did difturb and difguiet the orderly and ferled Eftace 
of the Minifters and People, and Churches of that Diocefs, to the great Preju 
dice of his Majefty, che great Grief and Difquiet, and hazard of the Eftates, 
Confciences, and Lives of many of his Majeity’s Loyal Subjects there, to the 
manifeft bringing inyand encreafing of Prophanenefs, Ignorance and Difobedi.

Not long after this, His Mafefty continuing his Refidence at York, on the 
22d. of April 1642, there came to Hull the Duke of York, the Prince Eleétor, 
the Earl of Newport, the Lord Willoughby, and fome otter Perfons of Honour 
with their attendants to fee the Town, who were refpectfully entertained by the 
Major and the Governour, who {pending that day in viewing the Beauty and 
Strength of the Place, were invited to a Banquet by the Major, and to Dinner 
by the Governour the next day (being St. George's Day ;) but a little before Din- 
ner time, Sir ‘fobs Hotham being bufie in hisentertainment of | their Highneffes, 
was fuddenly faluted by Sir Lewis Dives with a Meflage from His Majefty, that 
he alfointended to Dine with him that day, being then within four Miles of Hel/ 
with three hundred Horfe and upwards, whereat being ftartled for the prefent, 
he confulted with Mafter Pelham, a Member of the Honfe, and Aldernian of 
Hull, and with fome others what to do, whereupon, a Meflenger was thought 
fit tobe forthwith fent to'His Majefty,humbly to beféech him to forbear to come, 
forafmuch as he could not without betraying the Truft committed to him, fer 
“open the Gates to fo great a Guard ashe cameattended withal 3 upon the return 
| of the Meflenger, who certified concerning the King’s advance towards the 
Town, he drew up the Bridge, and fhutthe Gates, and commanded the Souldi.

Iam fure I bring with tie a ready and obedient Heart, to pay unto the King all 
thofe Duties of Loyalty, Allegiance and Obedience which I owe unto him ;
